It had been suggested, continued the 
premier, that he was blaming his 
own country, but he was not. .Mr. As- 
quith has referred to four illustra- 
tions—Serbia, Rumania, 
Russia 
and 
Italy; Mr. Lloyd George said: 
"France was just as much respon- 
sible for this as we were; just as re- 
sponsible, 
but no more.

responsible.

pleasant thing for Italy or for mo to 
remind them that they had lost 2500 
guns. It was more pleasant to say 
that we had captured a kilometer than 
to say to Italy that'she had lost thou- 
sands of prisoners.

able all around, but it was neces- 
sary. 


"We need all tho experience and 
help we can get, and our allies need 
it, and their need is greater than ours 
at the present moment. 
\Vo want 


victory and we will get it. 
But I do 
not want the whole burden of it to 
fall on Britain, and I want, therefore,

an inter-allied council that •will order 
the whole Held of battle, so that the 
whole resources of, the allies shall be 
thrown into the conflict in order to 
bring pressure to bear upon the en- 
emy. 
"There has not been a single bat- 


talion or gun moved this year, except 
jn the advice of the general staff. 
There has not been a single attack or- 
dered on any part o£ the battlefield 
except upon the advice of the general 
staff. I have only twice this year act- 
ed against the advice of the soldiers. 
The first time was with regard to .the 
big gun program; they thought I was 
manufacturing too many 
and they 


would be unable to man them. There 
is not a soldier today who would not 
say I was right.

ment of a civilian to reorganize th< 
railways behind the lines.

Must Stop Distrust

"Let them work together.

who are trying to .separate them, to 
divide them and foster disunion arc 
traitors to their country. I care not 
whether it is done from personal ran- 
cor or 
political envy; it is equally 
treasonable. We look forward to co- 
operation between not merely civilians 
and soldiers, but between allies and 
allies. 


"And 
are we to tolerate men in this 


country who, from purely political 
personal reasons, disseminate di.strust 
and jealousy of France in the breasts 
of Englishmen? I sa\v we ought to 
stop it here and now. 
"What about 
France—poor France, 


trampled upon, with so many of her 
sons lost to her forever, her richesr 
provinces torn 
from 
her? 
France 
wants nothing 
except 
emancipation 


from the deadly menace that is threat- 
ened for 50 years.

ever happens, at any rate, that they 
Will keep their hands and tongues and 
pen from trying to

France and ourselves.

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—All alien 


•nemies are required to register and 
to obtain porraits for travel, under a 
proclamation issued today by Presl- 
d«nt Wilson. 
Enemies also aro prohibited 
ap- 
proaching within 100 yards of ^water 
front, docks, railroad terminals 
or 
storage houses and are forbidden to 
•nter or reside in the District of Co- 
lumbia. 
The proclamation, issued as a sup- 
plement to the one declaring a state 
of war with Germany, provides fur- 


• ther that an alien enemy shall not, 
except on public ferries, be found on 
"any. ocean, bay, river or other wa- 
ters" within the United States. They 
are forbidden to fly in airplanes, h.a.1-. 
loons or airships and to enter the 
Panama canal zone. 
Only Germans will be affected by the 
proclamation as it specifies "enemies." 
and not "allies of enemies." 


The proclamation retarding 
regls 


tratlon follows: 


"All alien enemies are 
hereby re- 
quired to register at such times and 
places and in such manner as may be 
fixed by the attorney general of 
the 
United States and the attorney general 
is hereby authorized and directed to 
provide as speedily as may be practica- 
ble for registration of all alien enemies 
and for the issuance of registration 
cards to alien enemies and to make anu 
declare such rules and regulations as 
he may deem necessary 
for 
effecting 
such registration. 
"All alien enemies and all other per- 
sons are hereby 
required to comply 
vith such rules and regulations; and 
the attorney general in carrying out 
such regulation is hereby authorized to 
utilize such agents, agencies, 
officers 
and departments of the United States 
and of the several states, territories, 
dependencies and municipalities there- 
of, and of the District of Columbia as 
ht may select for the purpose, and all 
sucn agents, agencies, officers and de- 
partments are hereby- granted full au- 
thority for all acts done by them in the 
execution of this regulation when act- 
Ing by the direction of the attorney 
general and after the date fixed by the 
attorney general for such registration 
DO enemy alien shall be found within 
the-limits of the United States, its ter- 
ritories or possessions without having 
his registration card on his person,' 
The restrictions were imposed on 
free travel in the following section: 
"An alien enemy shall not change his 
place of abode or occupation or other- 
wise travel or move from 
place to 
place without full compliance with any 
such regulations as the attorney gen- 
eral of. the United States may from 
time to time make and declare; and the 
attorney general is hereby authorized 
to make and declare from time to time 
such regulation concerning the move- 
ments of alien enemies as he may deem 
necessary in the premises and for tne 
public safety and to provide in such 
regulations'for 
monthly, weekly 
or 
other periodical report of alien enemies 
to federal, state or local authorities, 
and all alien enemies shall report at 
the times and places and to the author- 
ities fixed in such regulations." 


BOSTON, Nov. 20.—Boston's final 15 
per cent, to complete the first draft 
auota is practically ready, and within 
a-few days the names of the men will 
be certified to the adjutant 
general 
and the men instructed to be ready 
for a call to Camp Devens, although 
no definite date has been set. 
A series of questions submitted by 
the provost marshal general to the 
district boards of Massachusetts in- 
dicate that an industrial census may 
be contemplated in Washington as n 
basis for best utilizing the Industrial 
forces in the war.

duke stood there, studying the map.

HAVHB, Nov. 20. — Nearly every con- 


ceivable brass, copper and bronze ob- 
ject which enters into the construc- 
tion or furnishing of 
a 
house and 


building has been requisitioned by the 
German authorities 
In occupied Bel- 


gium. 
A copy of a decree published 
at Brussels Sept. 30, which lias Just 
leached the Belgian authorities here, 
announces the proposed seizure and 
compulsory delivery of all such ob- 
jects. 
A list of 28 classes of objects which 
private individuals are compelled to 
deliver -to the German invaders in- 
cludes everything from fireplace and 
bathroom fixtures to curtain rings and 
brass 
cloak-room 
checks. 
Nothing 
seems to have been too small or in- 
significant to escape being placed on 
the list. 
The decree states that a search will 


be made of all dwellings and that all 
classified objects which have not been 
delivered to the German authorities 
will be taken by force.

He hel 
in his hand a war map which he con 
suited with his .aides before givln 
directions for the route to be trav 
eled.

BOSTON; Nov. 20.—Gov. McCall in 
a letter to Gov. Cornwall of West Vir- 
ginia made public .today explained that 
he had declined to grant a. requisition 
for the return to that state of John 
Johnson, a negro, charged with an at- 
tack on a white girl at Charleston 
because of '"the grave danger" that 
the defendant might be convicted and 
sentenced to death for a 
crime of 


which he may not have been guilty. 
Assistant Attorney General Nelson 
P. Brown, who was directed by Gov. 
McCall to conduct a public hearing, 
reported that exaggerated accounts of 
the crime 
had 
beon 
circulated in 
Charleston 
and 
because 
of 
their 


nature and Johnson's color there ex- 
isted a prejudice "which would be dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, of control by 
the most upright judge." 
Mr. Brown 


recommended that the negro, who ,is in 
jail here, be not returned to West Vir- 
ginia, 


In endorsing the findings of the as- 
sistant attorney general, Gov. McCall 
In his letter to Gov. Cornwell, said: 
"I have no doubt that mob law or 
the unjust enforcement of the 
law 


would be 'as abhorrent to you as it is 
to the history of the splendid state of 
West Virginia. I have full confidence 
that- if the case were reversed' and 
facts such as have beon brought to the 
attention of the attorney general were 
brought to yours, you would take ac- 
tion similar to that which he recom- 
mends. 


"In the history of some of the great- 
est.-states of our Union there is far 
too much of gross injustice and the 
denial of rights of our citizens of Af- 
rican descent. This surely is not the 
time when any discrimination in the 
administration of Justice 
should 
be 


permitted against a race which is bear- 
ing its full share of the burdens of 
our.social fabric and furnishing many 
thousands of . men 
who are training 


themselves to fight for their country."
